Yet this man who loved Russia 


and admitted it knew

intent of the Russian leaders and 
saw the danger ahead. He said "get 
tough" —the very words which 
Henry Wallace attacks as the motto 


—of Russia-hating imperialists 
who 


•Would drag us to war against an 


innocent, unoffending dictatorship. 


Mr. Masaryk made some wrong 


guesses in this 1946 conversation; 
either that or he was deceiving 
himself by wishful hope. He hoped 
that Russia knew the Czechoslovaks 
would never do anything to hurt 
her and would act accordingly. He 
hoped the Russian leaders knew 
that the Czechs could do them more 
good as friends than as puppets, 
and that his nation's 
industries 


— could do a great deal for Rus- 
c'kia's economy if they only had 


peace and quiet. 


Yet, 
though he hoped Czechoslo- 


vakia might be spared, he knew 
that this would not change Rus- 
sian policy. Ho only credited the 
Kremlin with good sense, not good 
intentions. 


It remains to be seen whether 


Russia has shown bad sense in 
enslaving a friendly neighbor and 
arousing world opinion even fur- 
ther. It may be that Jan Masaryk's 


,.„ death was not so much a gesture 
<|/of hopeless surrender as an ulti- 


mate patriotic sacrifice to arouse 
his people and the world to real- 
.jstie decision and decisive action. 


"America is a giant, and Russia 


respects giants," he said. "Amer- 
ica is the only country left in the 
world that can make Russia gc 
slow . . . And you're finally begin- 
ning to understand that you are 
a great power. That realization is 
coming just in time."

This is the second anniversary 


of the first meeting of the United 
Nations Security Council in Ameri- 
ca, as you were reminded in this 
column yesterday by the colleague, 
Francis W. Carpenter, member of 
the AP staff at the headquarters 
of the peace organizatoin. 


It is not a day of unalloyed re- 


joicing and 
optimism, to 
speak 


euphemistically, for 
things 
have 


gone badly daring these two years. 
Still. Carpenter tells us that while 
the U. N. is passing through per- 
haps its blackest days, no respon- 
sible leader or delegate shows any 
signs of throwing up his hands and 
quitting. 


That is as should be, for disaster 


lurks around the corner 
and we 


shall have war the day that work- 
ers for peace give up in despair. 
Yet because the affairs of the U. N. 
unhappily arc so much 
at 
sixes 
and sevens, many observers 
are 


wondering whether the time hasn't 
arrived to put some fresh line of
